has little value except its monetary 
value.

Some financiers are concerned for

expending millions of money In their 
attempt to collect a few thousand 
gold standard dollars. 
If It were not 


for the rich deposits of gold 
the 


chances are that he golden rule of 
pence and arbitration would prevail 
to the interest of all concerned. 
If 


The Hague arbitrators decide that 
John and William bad a right to col- 
lect their debts of Venezuela, how can 
such a declson be carried out? None 
save to seize the country and collect 
the revenues, but'the Monroo propo- 
sition seems to stand as a barrier in 
favor of the golden rule. 
It may bo 


on trial—this 
Monroe 
doctrine— 


through this complication down In 
South America, who can tell? 
The South American republics from 


Old Mexico to Cape Horn seem to 
look upon the Monroo doctrine more 
as a menace than a protection, but 
nevertheless, the Monroe doctrine is 
a bar to British greed and In favor 
of the golden rule. 
Again tho al- 


lied powers cannot collect their debts 
in the South American republics by 
force of arms unless they can havo 
some of Uncle Sam's mules and food 
products. 


No doubt the English people, af- 


ter their experience In South Africa, 
who will not care to add oVnezuela 
as another colony to the British em- 
pire by force of arms, even though 
there is gold in sight. Without doubt 
England 
and Germany might be wil- 
ling for the United States to step 
In and establish a stable government 
In Venezuela that •would protect tho 
right of property and pursuit of hap- 
piness, pay the debts of that repub- 
lic and control the gold mines, rub- 
ber plantations, etc.. and place her 
on a gold standard basis, and so far 
as possible to Inaugurate the gold- 
en rule there. 


I reckon we have all tho stable gov- 


ernment business on our hands at 
present that we can well attend to 
tinder tho combined golden rulo and 
our recent gold standard measures, 
both In our own country and our re- 
cent possessions. 
We don't want 


any more new possessions unless 
they come to us without flghting for 
them even through gold in undevel- 
oped mines are known to be there.

Besides we get more 
than our share of the world's gold 
because we produce so many things 


Ing land In almost any western stato 
Is now worth from $75 to $150 per 
acre In our gold coin, anil men who 
have money to Invest, have wearied 
of only getting three and four per- 
cent, and are Investing In western 
farms at almost fabulous prices pur 
acre. 
Not that they are going Into 


the farming business or stock rais- 
ing, but they can rent tho land to 
stock raisers at good prices. 
They 


get a better Interest for their mon- 
ey from the renter than from securi- 
ties that are absolutely safe. 


Tho HBO In hogs and other live 


stock has paid off tho mortgages on 
many western farms. 
Then 
mon 


who held those mortgages are now 
ready to buy good farm land and pay 
$100 
per acre, and there aro plenty 


men to bo found ready to rent tho 
land at $4 to $0 per acre. 
On the 


other nond large sums of money that 


years ago have added immense quan- 
tities of gold to the world's store- 
house. 
• 


Twenty years ago under tho old 


methods of mining tho gold mines 
of South Africa had no value; now 
their values can hardly be estimated 
and It Is said that there Is $2.GOO,000.- 
00 of gold In sight In South Africa. 


As yet only a part of the earth's 


surface has been prospected gor gold. 
Nearly every month wo get prospec- 
tus of some new mining proposition 
every one of which promises fabu- 
lous dividends to stock holders. 


So far as Is known at this time 


the United States government has 
tho 
largest store of gold of any 


government In tho world, so if any 
government on earth con afford to be 
mngnanamous and apply the golden 
rule, our government surely can. 


Undo Sam can build the Panama 


canal without running Into debt one 
dollar and then havo enough free 
gold to meet all tho outstanding obli- 
gations of tho government. 


Since this great soverign decided 


to have a gold standard for a money 
basis, and at the same time continue 
to coin silver and issue greenbacks 
and make every dollar redeemable in 
gold, why not stop coining gold Into 
money? 
Why not store the bullion 


In safety vaults and Issue gold certi- 
ficates and redeemable bullion? 
If 


Uncle Sam would do this gold certi- 
ficates would be at a premium all 
over the world. 
Every body would 


know that the amount of gold certific- 
ates Issued was just equal to the 
amount of gold bullion set apart In 
the treasury for their redemption. 
Tho demand for redemption would bo 
very small, and would call for tho 
coinage of only a small part of the 
bullion;

from the farmer who raised hogs 
nd paid the mortgage and had $5.000 
to invest In this free silver country's

proposition. 
Some of

strongest advocates of gold standard 
money in Wisconsin

learned that thoy

ROARING iVOISE SCARES M\NY 


Tops of Tall Buildings In St. Louis 


Sway 
With 
the Motion of 
the 


Ground, Accompanied by Sound Like 
Passing RallrojvJ Train.- 


St. Louis, Mo.. Fob. !>.—Missouri and 


southern Illinois were shaken by nn 
earthquake between 0:20 
and 
0:25 


o'clock last evening. 
Two 
distinct 


shocks were felt, and both were ac> 
coinpanlud by n roaring 
noise 
like 


that made by a railroad train. Tho 
first shock was of almost twenty seo 
onds* duration, and was especially so- 
Tcre in towns In the southern part of 
Illinois. 


The tops of tall office buildings In 


this city oscillated, much ax they do 
in a high wind, while In the' residence 
districts windows were rattled and 
furniture made to move. 
No actual

The Bhock wa» more severe In East 


St. Louis than In thin city, while 
sharply felt nt Belleville, KdwnrdHvIllo 
and Alton, on the east side and nt 
Clayton, Klrkwood and Pacific, west of 
the river.

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HURRICANE AND 


TIDAL WAVE KILL 


FOOD AND WATER ARE LACKING 


All Meant of Subsistence li Destroyed 


During the Accompanying Storm— 
French and Italian Warships Have 
Gone to the Rescue. 


San Francisco. Cnl., Feb. 0.—A hur- 


ricane and tidal ware which swept 
over the Society Islands and the Pun- 
niotu group, eighty Islands In all, on 
Jan. 13, cost the lives of at least 1,000 
human beings. 


The loss of life was accompanied by 


an almost complete destruction of all 
means of subsistence on the Islands. 
All food was swept away and sources 
of fresh water destroyed. French and 
Italian warships carried 
food 
and 


fresh water to the devastated Islands 
as soon as news 
of 
the 
disaster 


reached Tahiti. 


The storm continued several days, 


reaching Its maximum strength be- 
tween Jan. 14 and Jan. 1C. While 
from the meager news received at Ta- 
hltl up to the time of the sailing of 
the Mariposa It Is estimated that 1.000 
of the Islanders lost their lives. It Is 
feared that the number was really 
greater. 


Five Hundred Drown. 


On Hlkuera Island, where 1,000 In- 


habitants were engaged In pearl div- 
ing, nearly one half were drowned. 
On an adjacent Island 100 more were 
washed out to sea. 
The Islands of 


llakokau and Hao are 
depopulated. 


Conservative estimates nt Tahiti placo 
the number of islands visited by tidal 
wave and hurricane at eighty. All of 
them arc under the control of the 
French governor at Tahiti. 


Tho French government upon re- 


ceipt of news of 
the disaster took 


prompt measures to relieve the sur- 
vivors, and dispatched two warships, 
the Duraneo and Zelee. with fresh 
•water and provisions. The Italian man 
of war Calabria accompanied the two 
French vessels on their errand of 
mercy. 


Eight Whites Are Lost. 


As far as Is known, eight white per- 


sons were among the drowned. In- 
cluded In these were Alexander Dran- 
der. N. P. Plunkett of Oakland. T. D. 
Donnelly, formerly a fireman on tho 
steamship Australia, and 
the 
local 


agent of C. Coppcnrnth, a merchant 
of Papeete. Added to this number 
was an unknown woman who commit- 
ted suicide from fright. 


The -100 survivors brought by tho 


steamer Excelsior to Papeete gained 
Che ship's side by swimming three 
and four miles from the Island. The 
steamer Elmeo. though badly dam- 
aged by the storm, also brought on* as 
many persons at. could swim to Its 
sides, this steamer, like tho Excelsior, 
being unable to run close to the shores 
because of the violence of the ocean 
swells, which continued to run ab- 
normally high for a week after the 
tidal disturbances. 
AGED MAN SHOOTS HEAD OFF 


Ends Life When Accused of Attempt- 


Ing to Poison Son. 


Rush City, Feb. a.—Mike Hurapel, 


an old resident of this section, com- 
mitted suicide by nearly blowing hla 
head off with a shotgun. He had been 
accused of attempting to poison his 
eon George by putting a quantity of 
carbolic acid In some medicine. 
The 


eon had an analysis made, which re- 
vealed the carbolic acid. Previous to 
being taken to jail Rumpel shot half 
of his face off. Death resulted In a 
few hours.

In the breeding HCIIPOH I select my 
breeders, putting one drake with every 
five ducks, and IIH soon as the Ice Is out 
of the pond the ducks are allowed the 
use of It through (lie day. but are called 
Into their house for supper at night, 
thus making It cany to collect the eggs 
In thu morning. 


Gnu of the most essential things In 


raising ducks Is that they have dry
